Dy reeclution adopted Aug'u.nt 9, 1939, the Board extended the completion time under Contract
Yoo 36 to August 15, 1939, and this was approved by the Public Works Administration under "Record
of Contract Change Mo, 159=36=M2" (Docket Ohange Order No. 36.1=120),

You will note that the actual completion time is here listod as being Ootober 19, 1939, in the
place of August 15, 1939, The reason for this overrun of time 1s that the Specifications call for
the contractor to make connection to the Public Service Company's gas lines when those gas lines
wore brought te the building line, Tho Specifications A1d not include dringing the servige to. the
bullding as the Bchool Board had a meparanto agresment with the Toxas Public Service Company for
extension of their service to the Boiler louse,

It later developed that the OGns Company's nearest main from whioh an ample capacity of gas

at proper pressure could be deliversd was several blocks from the site, and the Oas Company was
not willing to install thig new service main until it had had an opportunity of making a survey
of the probable future needs of that section of Austin, with the result that the Gas Company's
sorvice line was not brought to the building until about the middle of October, and then was not
brought to the side of the building originally contemplated by the Plane on Contract No. 36, This
delayed the contractor in the completion of the work and necessitated change in some of the work
vhich had been installed. Since the delay in the completion of this was not through fault or
neglect of the contractor, but dus to the fact thet the Owner did not, through other contracts,bring
the gas service to the building so that Young and Pratt could complete their contract, 1t will now

: be proper for the Board to extend completion time from that set up by resolution of August 9,1939

| . (August 15, 1939) to the actual completion date of Octobar 19, 1939, and to weive iiguidated damages.

We hereby recommend, therefore, that the Board of Trustecs extend the contract time under
Contract No. 36 to October 19, 1939, that the Board waive any liquidated damges which might appear
to hmsra acerued, and that final acceptance be made of the work of Young and Pratt under Contract
Noe 3 .
